MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered’ during the quarter numbered 3,457, equivalent to an annua 1 
rate of 4.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.5 below that for the corres-— 
ponding quarter of 1949. | 

Of the total marriages, 3,289 (or 4.7 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics i j 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholi¢ 


Church. The remainder (168) is equivalent to 3.4 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 4 


BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,931, of which 8,26! 
were those of males and 7,662 those of females. 
The number represents a rate of 21.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.7 
below that for the first quarter of 1949. 
The total includes 388 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.4 per cent of the total birth 
recorded.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,218; of this number 5,88 
were those of males and 5,338 those of females. 
The equivalent annual rate was 15.0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.7 
above the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. . 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 709, including 578 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 131 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter 0 
1949 were 784, 631 and 153 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the firs 
quarter of 1950 was 0.9 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0.8 and all ot j 
forms 0.1, the corresponding rates for the first quarter of the preceding year being 1.0 
0.8 and 0.2. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 4 from typhoi ‘i 
fever (including one from paratyphoid), 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 16 from 
whooping cough, 9 from acute poliomyelitis, one from acute infectious encephalitis, and 9 fron} 
measles. Comparative figures for these diseases so far as possible, are given in Table IT. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 111, which is 23 more than that 
for the first quarter of 1950.

Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 972, being equivalent to ar 
of 1.3 per 1,000 of the population: in the corresponding quarter of 1949 the number was 1,0 
and the rate 1.4.

Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1.2 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.5 for the first quarter of last year. . 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 bir cht 
registered) was 59, compared with a rate of 55 for the March quarter of 1949. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1950 the population wal 
3,000,000 (1,517,000 males and 1,483,000 females). This estimate, based on the populatior 
according to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, an 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1950. 
MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 5,600, equivalent to an annual 


rate of 7.5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.4 above that for the corres-— 


ponding quarter of 1949. 
Of the total marriages, 5,293 (or 7.5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 


the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (307) is equivalent to 7.2 per 1,000 of the population other than 


Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,907, of which 8,183 
were those of males and 7,724 those of females. 

The number represents a rate of 21.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.8 
below that for the third quarter of 1949. — 


The total includes 417 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.6 per cent of the total births 
recorded. . 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,721; of this number 4,145 
were those of males and 3,576 those of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 10.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.5 
below the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis,—Deaths from this disease numbered 505, including 381 from pulmonary 
tuberculosis and 124 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the third quarter of 
1949 were 602, 463 and 139 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the third 
quarter of 1950 was 0.7 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0.5 and all other 
forms 0.2. The corresponding rates for the third quarter of the preceding year were 0.8, 
0.6 and 0.2. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 2 from typhoid 
fever, 17 from whooping cough, 5 from acute poliomyelitis, one from acute infectious encepha- 
litis, and 3 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given m

Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 30, which is 14 more than that 
for the third quarter of 1949. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 982, being equivalent to a rate 


of 1.3 per 1,000 of the population: in the corresponding quarter of 1949 the number was 996 
and the rate 1.3. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1.1 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.8 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 


registered) was 37, compared with a rate of 44 for the September quarter of 1949. 


Population,—It is estimated that at the 30th September, 1950, the population was 2,992,000 
(1,513,000 males and 1,479,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according 
to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and the 
passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

DECEMBER QUARTER, 1950. 
MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3,359, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.3 below that for the corres 
ponding quarter of 1949. 

Of the total marriages, 3,201 (or 4.5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (158) is equivalent to 3.7 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,489, of which 7,520 
were those of males and 6,969 those of females. ’ 

The number represents a rate of 19.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.1 
below that for the fourth quarter of 1949. 

The total includes 320 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.2 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,172, of this number 4,927 
were those of males and 4,245 those of females. 
The equivalent annual rate was 12.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.1 
above the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 491, including 400 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 91 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter 
of 1949 were 516, 420 and 96 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1950 was 0.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, that for tuberculosis of the respira- 
tory system being 0.5 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the fourth quarter 
of the preceding year were 0.7 0.6 and 0.1. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 3 from typhoid 
fever, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, 11 from whooping cough, 6 from acute poliomyelitis, 
and 10 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table 
ah 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1022, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population : in the corresponding quarter of 1949 the number 
was 956 and the rate 1.3. . 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 36, which is 8 less than that 
for the fourth quarter of 1949. 


Puerperal Causes. Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of (0.9 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.8 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 41, compared with a rate of 58 for the December quarter of 1949. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the Ist July, 1950, the population was 3,006,000 
(1,520,000 males and 1,486,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according 
to the Census of Population, 1946, the number of births and deaths registered, and the 
passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

MARRIAGES, 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 16,173, equivalent toan annual rate 

of 5.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is the same as that for the year 1949. 

Of the total marriages, 15,286 (or 5.4 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 

the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 

erat The remainder (887) is equivalent to 5.2 per 1,000 of the population other than 
atholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year amounted to 63,263, of which 32,750 
were those of males and 30.513 those of females. 


This number represents a rate of 21.0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.4 
below the rate for the year 1949. 


The total includes 1,557 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.5 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 37,835 ; of this number 20,072 were 
of males, and 17,763 of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 12.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.1 below 
the rate for the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 2,353, including 1860 from _ tubercu- 
losis of the respiratory system and 493 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the 
year 1949, were 2,651, 2,111 and 540 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for 
1950 was 0.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0.6 and all other forms 0.2. The corresponding rates for the preceding year were 0.9, 0.7 
and 0.2. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 9 from typhoid 
fever, 6 from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, 60 from whooping cough, 23 from acute poliomye- 
litis, 3 from actute infectious encephalitis and 31 from measles. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) numbered 256, including 


41 for the City of Dublin. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 3,903, being equivalent to a 
rate of 1.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; in the year 1949 the number was 3,923, and 
the rate also 1.3. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 307, which is 43 more than that for 
the year 1949. : 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 1.1 per 1,000 
births registered, as compared with 1.6 for 1949. : 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 45, compared with a rate of 51 for the year 1949. The rate for the year 1950 is 
the lowest ever recorded.
